North Main Street Reconstruction Work 


Gives Andover a Big Highway 
Improvement at a Cost of $350,000 


At a cost of nearly $350,000 the half -mile 
stretch of North Main street from Stimp 
son’s bridge to Andover square has been 
reconstructed, with the exception of a few 
short stretches to be laid next spring, since 
last August, providing one of the finest 
pieces of Haters cement highway in the 
state. The cost of the roadway itself was 
about a quarter of a million dollars, and the 
additional $100,000 was occasioned by many 
other improvements involved in the under 
taking, such as underground conduits, new 
street railway tracks, cement walls for 
houses made necessary by the lowering of 
the grade of the street, retaining walls, land 
damaged, ete 

Engineers in charge of the work dec lared 
that, besides being one of the most expensive 
half-mile road construction jobs in their 
experience, they had never encountered so 
difficult a piece of road work because of the 
many complications. Due to the necessity of 
building high and long retaining walls along 
the Barnard property and in the connection 
with the Boston and Maine bridge, they said 
there has been more cement poured in the 
Andover half mile than ordinarily is laid in 
many miles of highway. 

Furthermore the job involved so many 
different activities that are not usually 
called for when a contractor starts to build a 
road, and there was so much of this work 
going on while the laying of the highway 
service was in progress that 100 men were 
often working within the half-mile stretch at 
the same time. All told as many as 250 men 
have been employed since the work started 
The surface has been completed with the 
exception of short pieces near the railroad 
bridge and a section between the street car 
tracks and the eastern street line at the 
Rubber shop. This would have been finished 
before winter set in under ordinary condi 
tions, but the contractors, in order to build 
the cement wall along the property ol the 
Barnard estate, had to maintain for some 
time stagings, runways, ete., and these, of 
course, prevented the laying of cement long 
that section of the road while the wall was 
being built. When the wall was finished the 
weather became too cold for cement pouring 
his retaining wall will be given a smooth 
finish in the spring, the unfinished section of 
the road will be laid and sidewalks built 
will complete the entire work.

It has been the most 
nervewracking company improvement in the 
last decade because the men were constantly 
being goaded on to almost superhuman 
efforts to maintain the cherished company 
traditions that the service must be continuous 
no matter what the cost. North Main Street 
is the main artery of electrical service to the 
town of Andover. The service was maintained.

To the Editor of the Andover

In over 100 articles written on town affairs | 
my ambition has been to aid, if possible, in | 
making Andover a town worthy of her un-| 
rivalled traditions. Andover has a national 
reputation for intelligence, sobriety, industry, | 
thrift and rugged Christian virtues. In all her 
long history she has been in the vanguard of 
progressive ideas—on religion, on social 
on patriotism and_ intellectual 
idealism. Never has she stood still nor slav 
ishly followed other towns. She has walked 
uncrutched upon her own two feet. In every | 
crisis she has stood by her guns and courage- | 
ously vocalized her thought-out convictions 
Such is Andover, beautiful for situation and 
noble in her resolve! 

But during and since the World War, 
Andover, along with other towns, has been 
swept by a tidal wave of extravagance and 

Fiaion Added to this strain from without, 
local conditions, at times, have threatened to 
swamp her. Men were seeing new visions and 
dreaming new dreams. As a result millions of 
money were taking on structural forms and 
displacing ugliness by beauty. The center of 
the town found itself caught between this 
Seylla and Charybdis. And many of her 
reputable citizens became inoculated with the 
spending craze. One extravagant proposal 
after another followed in quick succession 
These are too familiar to need recounting 
here. The result was that she piled up the 
enormous debt of nearly $750,000, bearing a 
yearly interest charge of $41,000 and in 
creasing its rate of debt $40,000 every twelve 
months. 

Those of us who waved the signal of danger 
were regarded as troublesome as the vermi 
form appendix and far more dangerous. The 
dictionary was thumbed to find fitting labels 
for us. I can personally recall a few of these 
“Tightwad”, “Calamity Howler’, ‘‘ Moss 
Back”, ‘‘ Biting Frost’, “‘ Pessimist’’, “‘ Kick- 
er”, ‘Shoe Patcher”’, et« 

These endearing epithets are now safely 
pickled in the files of the Townsman. They 
should serve to tone up the enervated courage 
of subsequent reformers 

This spending craze has largely spent it- 
self. The town as a whole has recovered its 
poise and sanity and no longer lunges forward 
unmindful of consequences 

The sudden collapse of the Shawsheen 
boom, the removal from town of one of her 
most dependable mill properties, a shrinkage 
of nearly $1,000,000 of her taxable property 
and the lessening of her population some 200 
during the last two years—these combined 
happenings have injected into the blood of 
our community a dose of caution that augurs 
well for the future 

We have ceased to crowd on sail. We have 
stopped stepping on the accelerator, reckless 
driving is a habit of the past. 

Temporary obsessions are never fatal so 
long as they are kept free from brick and 
mortar. In this case the recklessness of one 
town meeting can easily be remedied by ex 
treme caution of the following town action 
But once allow an obsession to hurry itself 
into brick and cement and it takes on a fixity 
no subsequent repentance can unfix. The 
experience of the last few years has branded 
this truth upon the thinking citizens 
deeply as the stigmata was branded upon the 
body of Francis of Assisi cight centuries ago 
and floods the future with hope. Under its 
sway Andover has curb-bitted many of her 
desires, split her debt in halves and sliced 
$10,000, from her annual interest charges 


as 


Pursuing this cautious progress a few years | 
more she will have sponged out the last dollar 
of her debt, stabilized her tax rate and will be 
able to spend $30,000 each year from money 
now thoughtlessly shovelled out of town for } 
interest alone 

What I plead for is rational moderation. | 
believe in day-dreams, but dreams that are | 
“spun out of life’s realities.” 

Good food, good clothing and good houses 
are as necessary as good school houses. These 
our Colonists wisely provided before they 
founded Harvard college 

To overtax these is to undermine the foun 
dation on which rests all the higher values of | 
life. This we will not do if Andover replaces

During 1929, the library issued for home 
use 62,624 books, a circulation of 6.2 books

It issued 533 new borrowers’ cards, making 
a total of 4383 cards in actual use, almost 
44 per cent of the town’s inhabitants 

It placed 899 new books on its shelves

Babson Park, Mass ichusetts, January 10, 
1930. The petroleum industry faces a future 
of constantly increasing growth for many 
years to come. Moreover, oil supplies are not 
unlimited, and as they become scarcer they 
will be more valuable. The time may come 
when a producing oil well will be almost as 
highly prized as a reservoir of molten gold! 
This may seem strange in the face of the sur 
plus production which has harassed the in 
dustry for the past three years. Such over- 
production does not mean that there is too 
much oil in the ground, but it does mean that 
we have been wastefully exploiting an in- 
valuable natural resource Competent geolo 
gists assure us that present petroleum re 
sources have an economic life of only about 
50 years. Considering our absolute depend 
ence on petroleum for all our industrial 
activity and for our national defense, we may 
rest assured that oil conservation will be 
rigidly enforced in future years. If voluntary 
cooperation fails, legislative edict will be 
invoked. The problem is too important to be 
left to the whims of inidvidual producers. All 
this means that ruinous over-production, 
with a profitless pric e level, must soon be a 
thing of the past 


Demand Should Constantly Increase 

This country must produce about 4,000,000 
new automobiles annually to take care of the 
demand for new cars and for the replacement 
of old ones. Our present automotive plants 
are gauged to this production, which must be 
maintained to keep them employed. ‘The use 
of oil will constantly increase in connection 
with the automobile industry, and will also 
find a rapid growth in use for airplanes, for 
heating purposes, for ships, and in a hundred 
other ditferent ways, 

At the beginning of 1924 we were using 
only 2,000,000 barrels of petroleum a day 
Consumption has steadily advanced from 
year to year until at the end of 1929 we were 
using over3,000,000 barrels a day. In the past 
year the rate of consumption increased 7.3 
per cent over 1928, Consumption of gasoline 
increased about 14 per cent. With known 
petroleum resources definitely limited, in 
spite of flush output in recent years, it does 


“Inside’’ Information 


Milk should be strained in the milk room, 
never in the barn. 

In making Boston brown bread be sure to 
steam it for about 3 1-2 hours in well-buttered 
molds before baking it to dry out the top 

Clean milk put into a sterile container and 
packed in ice will remain sweet for weeks. 
On the other hand, milk which is not cooled 
and kept cool may be sour in a few hours. 

A combination of salt and sugar and salt 
peter makes a good “cure” for pork. Salt 
used alone is apt to make the meat rather 
harsh and dry, but the sugar mellows the 
cure and improves the flavor of the meat. A 
good grade of dairy salt, or table salt, should 
be used. 

The housewife should refuse to accept a can 
of food from the grocer when the can shows 
signs of leakage, bulges at the ends or snaps 
back when pressed, Upon opening an ap- 
parently good can, if the food is moldy, dis 
intergated, cloudy, or otherwise abnormal, it 
should not be eaten. 

A good homemade damp-proofing paint for 
cellar walls or floor can be prepared by dis- 
solving paraffin in gasoline or kerosene 
warmed to 80 degrees I’. Several coats of a 10 
to 20 per cent solution (3-4 to 1 1-2 pounds of 
paraftin per gallon of gasoline) are usually 
applied. The more dilute solution is best for 
stone, and the heavier one for brick or con 
crete. Work of this kind should be done only 
where there is good ventilation and, as gaso 
line is highly explosive, no open flame should 
be permitted in the vicinity of the operation. 
The gasoline or kerosene may be warmed in a 
vessel of water previously heated 

Flat sausage cakes, molded half an inch

not take much imagination to see the time 
when the oil companies will cease worrying 
about maintaining a profitable price level, 
and instead will be worrying as to where they 
are going to get enough oil to supply the 
overwhelming demand. 


Some Success in Recent Contro! Efforts 

The facts I have mentioned above refer to 
the long-pull outlook for the indust; The 
immediate situation is not so clear. However, 
both the months of October and November 
show a decline in crude oil production, the 
November figures indicating a drop of 365, 
000 barrels daily below the peak month of 
last August. Crude oil imports are running 
about 80,000 barrels lower than at this time 
last year. This would indicate that curtail 
ment through voluntary proration has met 
with considerable success. Still the situation 
at Santa Fe Springs, California, remains 
troublesome. At fais one oil company refuses 
to enter the proration plan. The Lyon Gas 
Law, designed to « tirtait ou cpt of both nat 
ural gas and oil, is still being contested in the 
courts and no final decision is expected for 
several weeks. In other localities conservation 
plans seem to be operating successfully and 
are gradually being extended. All that can be 
said regarding the immediate crude oil situa 
tion is that reports are considerably more 
favorable than they were last summer, but 
there are still some sore spots which may re 
sult in temporary recurrence of over-produc 
tion 


Improvement in the Refining End 

The most definite signs of improvement 
have occurred in the manufacture of refined 
products. The refiners seem to be cooperating 
much more successfully, They saw clearly 
that the output was expanding much too fast 
and that an over-production of gasoline 
existed. They have taken effective steps to 
curtail output. As a result, the estimated 
»roduction of gasoline for November is about 
77,000 barrels a day below October, and the 
estimated December production is 20,000 
barrels lower than in November. Including 
imports, the total new supply of gasoline per 
day is now running about 1,148,000 barrels,

whereas the total estimated demand is 1,230, 
000 barrels. Instead of operating at 80 per 
cent of capacity, as they were in September, 
gasoline refiners are operating at only about 
73 per cent of capacity. 

The refiners are determined to keep the 
supply of gasoline from flooding the market 
and seem likely to be successful in maintain 
ing the level of output slightly below, or close 
to, the 1930 demand. Of course, it should be 
pointed out that the consumption of gasoline 
in 1929 showed an abnormal increase, amount- 
ing to nearly 14 per cent over 1928, A normal 
increase would be near 10 per cent. Hence, 
even if general business conditions should 
result in some decline in the rate of increase in 
gasoline demand this year, that demand 
should still experience a normal rate of expan 
sion. From the statistical standpojnt of 
supply and demand, the gasoline situation is 
improved. If refiners will hold to their present 
wlicy of restriction, and refrain from over 
yuilding their refining capacity, better times 
for that phase of the industry are clearly 
visible. 


Oil Securities for Long Pull Investment 


There is no occasion to rush in and load up 
on stocks, even though some bargains now 
exist. The discriminating investor will pick 
and choose here and there as opportunities 
become manifest. A few good oil stocks, how 
ever, can well be accumulated for long growth 
holding. The same is true of certain sound 
pipe-line securities. Improvement may be 
slow, and there may be some false starts 
followed by reactions. However, the better 
grade oils and pipe line issues seem to meet 
the tests of a sound long pull investment. 
These tests are (1) That the outlook for the 
industry is one of continued growth, (2) That 
the business is a “repeat” business, i.e, turn 
over is very rapid. (3) That prices of the 
commodity and the stocks are well deflated. 
(4) That measured by the yardstick of earn 
ings and prospects the stocks represent sound 
values.
